AS. HE ENDS LIFE 


Clifford R. Sailer Writes That 
His Spirit Will Hound Her 
to End of Career. 


SAYS SHE RUINED HIT. 


Persons whose Interest in the supernatural 
tranecends the horror produced by suicides 
may find a morbid sort of entertainment in 
following the future career of Mrs. Cora F. 
Yenner Healey, a divorcée whose former 
husband killed himself yesterday. 

The man left a note for her full of the bit- 
terest hatred. He blamed her for the ruin 
of his life and cursed her. He promised that 
his spirit would pursue her and make that 
life “a hell on earth.” 

The guicide’s name was Clifford R. Healey. 
He was 32 years of age and was employed 
as an assistant manager by Gage Brothers 
& Co., milifmers, at 18 Michigan avenue. 
His wife secured a divorce from him last 
June, on the ground of drunkenness and 
cruelty. 

Since the separation Healey had been Iiv- 
ing at the residence of Dr. Thomas Quinn, 
at 4804 Winthrop avenue. Darly yesterday 
morning, after writing the letter to Mrs. 
Healey, he turmed on the gas. At dawn he 
was found dead in bed. 


. Letter Says He’ll “Hound Her.” 
The letter found on a table beside the dead 
man read as follows: 

Well, I guess this is the last time. God 
in heaven, if it is possible for a dying man 
to bring @ curse upon a4 person, with my 
parting breath I bring it upon you. You, 
yes, you, who have put me down and out. 
You, Cora, shall die a slow, lingering 
death. You know you have caused more 
misery to those near you than you ever 
under—and so I hope I may go to h—i 
just to welcome you, You shal live a b—I 
on this earth if I can make you. 


Father, good-by, Ifailed, Cuirrorp. 
A coroner's jury which considered Healey's 


case at 4525 Evanston avenue returned a ver- 
dict of suicide due to despondency brought 
on by ill health. 

Mrs. Healey was at the inquest. When 
the letter was read she was so shocked that 
she had to be carried from the room. 


Brothers Blame Wife for Divorce. 

Bhe testified that Healey had come to 4047 
Sheridan road, where she was living, at 8 
o'clock of the morning of his death and 
awakened her by calling at the window of 


her bedroom. 

I wouldn't let him in,” she sald. “I told 
him toe call on me at my mother’s later in the 
day. That was the last I saw of him.” 
Healey’s brothers put the blame for the 
divorcee on Mrs. Healey. According to their 
story she was extravagant.

“I think everything that Judge Cutting 
said about the threatened decadence of the 
bench its right, and 1 approve his declara- 
tiong concerning the objectionable political 
methods employed in the selection of can- 
didates for judgeships.

RESULT SHOCK TO TAFT 


Montreal, Que., Sept 21.—[Special.}—Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and his Libera! ministry suf- 
fered @ disastrous defeat in the Canadian 
elections today. Returns on 212 of the 221 
members of.parliament to be elected show 
victories for 181 Conservafives and for only 
81 of the government candidates. 

This replaces @ Liberal majority of forty- 
three in the lower house in the last parlia- 
ment with a Conservative majority of at 
least fifty In the next. 

Reciprocity with the United States suf- 
fered the same fate as the Laurier govern- 
ment. The tariff? proposal was the chief 
fisgue in the campaign, and the people re- 
jected it by the greatest political landslide in 
Canada’s history. Ags a result, the Fielding- 
Knox agreement, ratified by the American 
congress in extra session, will not be intro- 
duced when the twelfth parliament assem- 
bles next month. 

Robert L. Borden, leader of the Conserva- 
tive party, will become the prime minister of 
Canada. He will be supported in parliament 
by a working majority of members far more 
than ample for his purposes. 


Means Retirement of Laurier. 
Today's election means the retirement of 
Prerhier Laurier from political life. He an- 
mounced during the campaign he would quit 
public life if the Liberals were beaten. Per- 
gonally the premier won today, being re- 

turned unopposed from Quebec East.

Where 
Liberal seats were retained or won from the 
opposition, it was generally done by an ex- 
ceedingly small margin. The Conservatives 
everywhere were returned by majorities 
larger than have ever been given before in a 
Canadian election. 

The landslide was not expected by either 
side. The Liberals were confident they would 


be returned by the people with an increased 
majority, for they believed reciprocity would 
be most acceptable to the Canadian electors. 

While the Conservatives claimed they 
would have a majority, they did not expect it 
would be so large, or that the general verdict 
of the country would be given so decisively 
against the government. They feared reci- 
procity would prove popular with the farmers | 
of Ontario and the farmers andi fishermen of | 
the maritime provinces, and while confident 
they would win the cities, they were dubiets 
as to the result in rural constituencies. How- 
ever, in Ontario, especially, the agricultural 
vote went almost solidly against reciprocity,

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and in the maritime provinces it did not prove 
to be the popular issue expected, 


Electors Moved by Sentiment. 

The election results indicate that the Cana- | 
dian electors were moved by sentiment more | 
than by material consideration. Through- | 
out the campaign the Liberal speakers and 
the government party press, in appealing for 
the support of the government and reci- 
procity, did so chiefly on economic grounds, 
maintaining that it would promote the pros- 
perity of Canada and would never lead to 
annexation with the United States or to any 
change in the political status of the dominion. 

The Conservatives, on the other hand, 
while arguing against the economic advan- 
tages of reciprocity, dwelt with more em- 
phasié upon sentimental considerations, {n- 
sisting that the eventual result of reciprocity 
would lead Canada from Great Britain and 
to the United States, and calling upon the 
electors to prevent this. 

The people responded to that afpeal, On- 
tario, the largest province of all, in the most 
whole hearted way, and the other provinces, 
with the exception of Quebec, AYvberta, and 
Saskatchewan, herdly lese so. Even the 
prairie west, which was supposed to desire 
reciprocity and where American settlers have 
gone in large numbers, did not go unanimous- 
ly for the government. 


Revises a Canadian Axiom. 

It has been an axiom in Canadian politics 
that no party could succeed without a ma- 
jority in the province of Quebec, but the 
results of today’s voting have destroyed this 
theory, for the government, though defeated, 
retained a majority in Quebec, 

Many who believed that the Conservatives 
would win expected the majority to be com- 
paratively amall, and the result would be 
that the French Nationalist group of the op- 
position would hold the balance of power 
end that Henri Bourassa, their leader, would 
seek election in some constituency within a 
short time and make his appearance in 
parilament to direct them. 

If this had been the case they would have 


oceupied the post which the Irish party has 
sometimes had in the British parldament and 


said. “I have just been informed 
that reciprocity fas failed in 
Canada.

The president in his Grand Rapids speech 
attacked the Democrats and ineurgent Re- 
publicans in the senate and house who put 
the wool, cotton, and farmers’ free list Dilis 
through congress at the special session, de-

declared that he was unalterably opposed to 
revision of the tariff except upon informa- 
tion secured by the tariff bodrd.

to every one. ‘ 

“The fact ts that under the Dingiey bill 

imported shoes were taxed 25 per cent ad 
valorem, while in the Payne bili the duty was 
reduced from 23 per cent to 10 per cent, the 
duty on hides was reduced from 15 per cent to 
nothing, and the duty on’ heather was re- 
duced to 5 per cent. 
* No evidence was taken as to what effect 
this putting of shoes om the free list would 
have on the very highly tmportant sbeoe in- 
dustry of the country, and, as it violated the 
first principles of justice in a tariffnamely, 
of putting the finished product on the free 
list and taxing the materials—it did not and 
could not commendé itself to one who was 
pledged to the support of e moderate pro- 
tective tariff. 


Limited to Canada. 
“ Finally, the free list has two clauses af- 
fecting meat and flour. As they went through 
the house they put meat on the free list and 
flour on the free Hist. In the senate, however, 
an amendment was put on limiting the oper- 
ation of these two clauses to imports from 
those countries with which we have a4 re- 
cipreocal relation and which admit certain 
agricultural products of ours free. This limi- 
tation made Canada the only country which 
would be affected by the provisions of the 
clause. 
‘Now, in our negotiations with Canada 
for reciprocity we attempted to secure free 
meat and free flour. Canada would not con- 
sent to this, becanse she .feared the effct of 
our comptition with her meat and Gour. This 
shawed the importations of meat amd flour 
from Canada without duty would not have 
any effect to lower the price in this country of 
either in normal times. But this free lst 
bfil was giving to Canade something for 
nothing. 
“This congress, at the close of the act ap- 
proving the Canadian reciprocity agreement, 
directed me to continue negotiations and ex- 
pand its terms, and yet in these provisions 
it proposed to deprive me of using the con- 
cessions of free meat and free flour to secure 
concessions from Canada. 


Vetoed Without Hesitation. 
“Thus the bill was so loosely drawn, it 
was drawa on such a wrong principle, and 
with so little information, and it purported 
to do so many things, which ft did not do, that 
I had no hesitation in vetoing It. 

“ Pinally, the cotton bill came tome. This 
bill. differed trom the others in being a bill 
for mich the Democrats alone, and not the 
insurgent Repuvlicans, were responsible. It 
had. passed the house on the report of the 
ways and means committee, made without 
the taking of any evidence of persons inter- 
ested in the manufacture or-any one else; it 
had completely changed the method of classi- 
fying cottons, classifying them according to 
the threads im the yarn instead of by the.

E Political Record Sought. 

There was in the passage of the bill, in 
the amendments, and in the general treat- 
ment an indication that the support of the 
bill was based rather on a desire to make a 
political récord in favor of lower duties than 
upon a serious proposal to change the law. 
At least this is the only explanation that can 
be offered of the careless, inartificial, and 
altogether uneatisfactory character of the 
three bills. 

“I have gone irito this matter at consider- 
able detail in order that my position with 
respect to these bills and the genera! treat- 


} ment of the tariff may be understood. I am 


in favor of the reduction of the tariff wher- 
ever it can be Gone and still give a living 
measure of protection to those industries of 
the country that need it. But I insist that we 
have reached now @ potnt in the history of 
tafif! making when every one ought. to re- 
alize that the tariff should not be changed 
and business disturbed except upon informa- 
tion which shell enable us to-pass bills that 
will disturd it least. 

“Our whole business system rests upon the 
protective tariff basis. The real hope of men 
who are in favor of lowering duties is to pur- 
sue the policy of securing accurate informa- 
tion to keep the tariff rates down as low as 
possible consistent with the life of the busi- 
ness protected. 


Will Reduce Duties. 

“The natural operation of the tariff under 
those conditions and American ingenuity is 
to continue to reduce the cost of production; 
and that in itself will secure, if we adhere to 
the policy, a reduction of the tariff rates from 
time to time, but to cut them now ‘ with 
blacksmith’s tools,’ is to invite in the next 
two or four years a revulsion of feeling, and 
then a recurrence of higher rates and the 
old system of high tariffs. 

“This I would deprecate, and, so far as I 
can with the powers given me by the censti- 
tution, I propose to stop such a movement 
and to secure a reduction in accordance with 
the principles of the Republican platform, 
and on information accurate and impartial. 


“If that p@jlicy is not approved by the elector- 


ate, then, of course, those of us who are now 
in office must give way to men who will 
earry out a different policy; but while we are 
in office our position ought clearly to be un- 
derstood. . 

'“ We follow thie policy not only because we 
are pledged to it, Dut because we believe it 
right, because we believe that a full discus- 
sion and a clear perception. on the part of the 
people will convince them ultimately to ap- 
prove and adopt it.’’ f

fof the party owing to personal ambition and 


personal prejudices. These accusations have 
been made in spite of the fact that I am not 
seeking any office or desiring to recommend 
any person for nomination for local-or state 
office.” ?

JUVENILE CRITIC | GENERAL STRIKE IN IRELAND 


Society of Railway Servants 
Calls Big Walkout. 


COMPANIES REMAIN FIRM. 


‘Trouble All Over Two Men; Export 


Trade at Standstill. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

DUBI.IN, Sept. 21.—The Amalgamated So- 
clety of Railway Servants tonight called a 
general strike on the Irish railways. 

Far from the companies showing any signs 
of yielding, they began today to jock ‘out 
large bodies of men employed in the locomo- 
tive and other works, and sent out an order 
to the strikers to return their uniforms. 

The Irish export trade, on which the bulk 
of the people are dependent for a livelihood, 
has practically ceased. 

The strike is spreading and the situation 
has become worse, The food supplies are ve-~ 
coming short, and at present there ts only 
enough In this city to last for two days. There 
seems to be no prospect of a settlement. as 
the companies repudiate any suggestions of 
a compromise. 

All Over Two Men. 

There is a simplicity about the strike rare 
in industrial troubles. The tight does not 
concern wages or hours or discipline, but two 
men employed by the Great Southern who re- 
fused to handle timber shipped by a firm 
which had a dispute with ite employés. ‘he 
Rallwaymen's society backed up the two men. 
The railroads declared they were legally 
bound to handle the firm's timber and then 
came the strike. 

The executive committee of the Amalga- 
mated Society of Railway Servants crossed 
from England-and started off with a threat 
egainst the roads and thenit weakened, But 
tonight it igaued a long statement saying It 
would be dangerous to delay longer putting 
into execution the previous night's resolution 
to withdraw all labor from Irish railways— 
in other words, to proclaim a general strike 
on the Irish railroads. 


Affects Only Irish Lines. 

Mr. Williams, the English secretary of the 
executive committee of the society, at the 
same time announced that the strike would 
not affect the English railways and applies 
only to Ireland for the present. Mr. Mitchell, 
the board of trade representative, who is in 
Dublin, has not been able to effect any agree- 
ments, He met the timber merchants, who 
refused to recognize the composite union 
of trade unions to which the timber workers 
have attached themselves. 

The timber merchants are now arranging 
to import free labor and house them in 
their premises. One of thelr members says 
plenty of railroad men are willing to work 
if they are guaranteed sufficient protection, 
but this hitherto has not been forthcoming. 

The Midland company's men have so far 
not joined the strike, but say they are ready 
in case there is a general strike throughout 
the United Kingdom. Men who went to 
work at the Inchicore locomotive works to- 
day just outside of Dublin, were boycotted by 
the shopkeepers, who refuse to supply goode 
to them, and the children of the strikers in 
the schools refused to sit on the benches 
with the children of the nonstrikers.

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ARABI PASHA DIES 
A PARDONED EXILE 


Once Famous Egyptian’s Ca- 
reer Ends in His Native 
Land as He Wished. 


LEADER IN GREAT REV OLT 


Convicted of Treason and Ban- 


ished to Ceylon, Where He 
Lived Twenty Years. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Sept. 21.—Ahmed Arabi 
Pasha, the leader of the military insurrec- 
tion in Egypt in 1882, died today. He was 
convicted of rebellion, Pleading guilty, and 


* gondemned to death, but the sentence was 


commuted by the khedive to perpetual exile 
from Egypt. With other leaders in the re- 
bellion he was sent to Ceylon in 1888. He 
was pardoned in 1901 and returned to Egypt 
in 1902. 

For a time he defied the united powers of 
Engiand and France. He fostered, if he did 
mot originate, the cry of “ Egypt for the 
Egy ptians.’’ 


Routed at Tel-El-Kebir. 

In January, 1882, Arabi compelled the 
khedive to make him minister of war, and 
things rapidly developed until Tewfik ceased 
to exercise any authority. Great Britain and 
Frence resolved on a joint naval demonstra- 
tion in. Egyptian waters. Arabi promptly 
called out the reserves, fortified Cairo, and 
seized the public funds. 

Seeing their combined action thus defied the 
two powers sent an ultimatum to the govern- 
ment requiring the temporary banishment of 
Arabi and the resignation of the cabinet in 

, order to restore the authority of the khedive. 

For many weeks Arabi was able to hold off 
the enemy, but he was overtaken and his 
forces cut to pieces at Tel-El-Kebir. 


Becomes a Welcome Guest. 
During his exile in Ceylon he was a wel- 
come guest at the houses of the British au- 
thorities on the island and the recipient of a 
large allowance from the British government.

| AGED CASTLE COMING TO U. S.s 


BUILT BY CROMWELL IN 1433. 


American Millionaire Buys British Relic 
and Will Tear It Down and Rebuild It 
on Long Island, 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—It was announced to- 
day thet Tattershall castle, in Lincolnshire, 
& medieval structure dating from the middle 
of the fifteenth century, has been purchased 
by an American millionaire. The old castle 
will be pulled down and rerected on Long 
island. William Randolph Hearst is said to 
be the purchaser. _ | 

Tattershall castle has been brought promi-_ 
nently to public notice because of the at- 
tempts which have been made to save the 
famous mantelpieces contained in it from 
being taken out of the country. 

Maj. Sir Francis Trippel offered to provide 
the necessary funds, but several of the man- 
telpieces which already had been taken out of 
the building were so badiy broken that the 
council! of the natienal trust refused the 
proffered assistance. 

Tattershall castle was erected by Lord 
Cromwell. lord treasurer to King Henry VI., 
sbout the year 1488, and has been described 
as probably the finest specimen of medieval 
brickword in the United Kingdom. The four 
fireplaces in the castie are remarkable for 
their beauty and heraldic interests and give 
practically a history of the owners and buiilé- 
ers of the castle from the earliest times. 

It is understood these fireplaces were care- 
fully studied by Pugin when he designed the 
interfor decorations of the new houses of 
parliament in London.

Superior Court Clerk Charles Vail, who 
sat in the Republican judicial caucus, said 
te considered the new Republican ticket a 
good one, and insisted the people really got 
better candidates in that Way than by means 
of the direct primary system, 


Mayor Calls System Wrong. 

Mayor Harrison kept the chief bitterness of 
his comment on the fitness of judicial nom- 
inees for his remarks concerning the recent 
conventions. 

“ That method of nomination was simply a 
part of a game worked up in the legislature 
to keep the places in the hands of the politi- 
clans,”’ he said, “ but I do not see that the 
bench of today is much below the average 
of wheat it has been for severalyvears. There 
are some able men on the bench, but the 
whole system of politics in connection with 
the bench is wrong. 

“The direct primary will cure some of the 
faults, but not entirely until the public rouses 
itself to the importance ¢f havigg the best 
men in the legal profession on the bench.

Wayman Thinks G. 0, P, Ticket Good. 

Judges of the Criminal, Circuit, and Su- 
perior courts were not inclined to give out 
for publication their views of Judge Cutting’s 
speech. State's Attorney Wayman would 
net be drawn into the discussion. 

‘I would not want to say anything that 
could be construed eyen indirectly as an at- 
tempt to take issue with Judge Cutting,”’ he 
said. 

‘* However, I am personally acquainted 
with each one of the lawyers nominated for 
the bench by the Republicans, and I know 
that they are all lawyers of vigor, ability, and 
standing at the bar. I believe that the Re- 
publican ticket will be approved by the peo- 
ple at the polis.”

The initial qualification for 
a g00d judge is honesty. The lawyers who 
practice before him will give him the law if 
he will listen tothem, His real test comes in 
giving an honest decision.. Consequently, 
men of integrity are the) best of candidates, 
and it doesn’t take lawyers to choose them.” 


Cutting Repliee to Politicians. 
Judge Cutting during the day supplemented 
his remarks of the evening previous and an- 
swered the remarks of the politicians. 

‘‘ T applied my criticism generally,” he said. 
“YT was not and am not picking out any one 
political party f chastise. My point is this— 
that the lawyers who should be the best qual- 
ified to say who among their number is best 
fitted for the bench have little or nothing to 
say when it comes to choosing judicial candi- 
dates. 

‘*T have no quarrel with the saloonkeepers. 
I mentioned that four sat in gne of the polit- 
ical caucuses which chose the ticket, while 
lawyers, the class which js best fitted to help 
in naming such a list, were absent. 

‘‘In reply to Mr. McGillen I will say that I 
was not even in America when I was first 
nominated for the place of probate judge nor 
had I submitted my candidacy.

the most active day on the stock exchange 
since Aug. 26, 1910. 

A total of 576,400 shares of Steel common 
and 52,720 shares of the preferred were dealt 
in, bringing the aggregate transactions in all 
issues up to 1,273,761 shares. Wall street had 
ears for little else than Steel news, and every 
kind of unfavorable rumor was bandied about 
to explain the sudden and severe break in the 
corporation’s shares. 

The result of the enormous liquidation of 
Steel common was-a drop of 5% points at the 
low from Wednesday's close and a net loss 
for the day of five. The preferred sold down 
at one time to 104% and closed at 105%, a net 
loss for the day of 5% points: 


Many Stockholders Alarmed. 

When it*is remembered that there are ap- 
proximately 120,000 names on the Steel cor- 
poration's stock books it is easy to under 
stand the widespread apprehengion caused 
by the talk of a dissolution suit and the pos- 
sible breaking up of this great businese. 

The silence of E. H. Gary and his fel- 
low directors and counsel in the face of re- 
peated appeals for 2 confirmation or a denial 
of dissolution rumors heightened the uneasi- 
ness of even those holders who firmly believe 
that the Steel corporation can withstand a 
suit by the department of justice and retain 
its present form 

The early report to the effect that the 
company would voluntarily reorganize was 
discredited, but the conviction that the goOvV- 
ernment had already decided to bring, suit 
was strengthened during the day. It is neo- 
essary to go back as far as May, 1010, to find 
Steel common selling as low as it did tn. yea- 
terday’s market, and to July, 1908, to find a 
lower quotation for the preferred. 


WASHINGTON EXPECTS CHANGE. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 21—[{Special.]— 
All officia! indications and intimations at the 
department of justice today point to the fact 
that the government is now negotiating with 
the attorneys for the United States Steel cor- 
poration for a dissolution of that giant con- 
cern that will bring it within the spirit as well 
as the letter of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

These negotiations, like those with the In- 
ternational] Harvester company. are meant to 
head off any intended prosecution of the trust. 
The Steel company wants to forestall an in- 
dictment by readjusting its affairs out of 
court. Ite lawyers believe that a better bar- 
gain can be made with the administration 
without a lawsuit than could be made with 
the federal courts through the instrumental- 
ity of such a suit. 

Attorney General Wickersham is at his 
summer home on Long Island and in his ab- 
sence there is no official of the department of 
justice willing to venture an ovinion as to the 
outcome of the present negotiations. There

Wickersham in Control. 

Mr. Wickersham himself is dealing with 
the counsel for thé Steel trust. That he has 
been discussing with the company’s lawyers 
for weeks some reorganization of the cor- 
poration, has now become common knowl- 
edge in Washington. Recent statements of 
the officers of the company and the still more _ 
recent trading in the Steel stocks. bear out | 
this fact. 
Outside of Solicitor General Lehmann there 
is no one at the department of justice with 
authority to speak for publication concern- 
ing the negotiations now under way. Mr. 
Lehmann contented himself with observing 
that a great deal of information was being 
printed in the newspapers about trust mat- 
ters that is entirely new to him. But there 
is @ general knowledge around the depart- 
ment of justice that the movement among 
the industrial combinations to put their 
ouses in order is quite general and hot 
confined to the International Harvester com- 
pany and the United States Steel corporation. 


May Follow Precedents. 

It is the expectation here that whatever 
decisions are reached looking to the d{sso- 
lution and reorganization of the steel trust 
vill be after the manner of the agreement 
between the government's counsel and the 
defendants in the suits brought against the 
electrical trust and the Southern Wholésale 
Grocers’ association. The whole plan wil! 
be worked out fn detail, put in the form of a 
decree and submitted to the federal court 
for approval, 

It is said that tn taking the action he has 
to compel the trusts to dissolve and reérgan- 
ize, Attorney Genera] Wickersham is car- 
rying Out the policy of President Taft. From 
an authority close to the attorney general, 
and equally quatified to speak for President 
Taft, the statement was made today that the 
attorney general was acting with the ap- 
proval of the president, if not undér his ex- 
press direction. 


Silent on Harvester Deal. 

No sooner had Assistant to the Attorney 
General James A. Fowler reached his office at 
the department of justice today than the en- 
tire department closed up like a clam and 
not one enlightening word was forthcoming 
about the details of the International Har- 
vester company’s plans for reorganization or 
about the department's attitude. 

Mr. Fowler, who has had personal super- 
vision of the investigation into the Harvester 
matter, appeared displeased because the 
story of the proposed compromise had been 
given out. He at once issued rigid orders 
that no more anti-trust information should 
be given the public from the department until 
the return of Attorney General Wickersham. 

In connection with this return it was learned 
for a fact that the recent developments in 
the industrial world had influenced Mr. Wick- 
ersham to cut short his vacation and come 
bac kto Washington on the list of October 
instead of on the 15th. 

When the attorney general arrives here he 
will hold further conferences with the attor- 
neys for the Harvester company and will then 
decide whether or not to ask the courts for a 
decree making effective the dissolution propo- 
sition of the trust. 

Not until after Oct. 1, therefore, wil) there 
be any positive action on the part of the 
administration. 


Missouri Action Reviewed. 
Jefferson City, Mo., Sept 21.—At the re 
quest of the department of justice, Attorney 
General Major mailed to Washington today 
a copy of his statement, brief, and argument 
in the state’s ouster suit against the Interna- 
tional Harvester company. The company 
has been found guilty of violating the Mis- 
sour! anti-trust law by a commissioner who 
heard the evidence, and the case was sub- 
mitted to the state Supreme court last'April.

Boycott Instituted Promptly. 

But the Self-Government society took the 
matter up. They instituted a boycott against 
all the steamers of that line. Whereupon 
the viceroy forbade the movement, which at 
once subsided. The Self-Government soctety 
thereupon transferred its agitation to Hong- 
kong, and the company began to lose money 
at the rate of about $2,000 a week. Agafn 
the viceroy was appealed to, and his atten- 
tion called to the company’s generous dona- 
tion of nearly $200,000 to Hongkong univer- 
sity 


The viceroy now claimed that the ticket 
collector, being a Portuguese, should have 
been tried by the Portuguese consul—that the 
British consul hed no jurisdiction. This 
statement, apparently simple enough, roused 
tremerdous animosity against the Portu- 
guese. The Self-Government society held 
meeting after meeting to denounce the Portu- 
guese. They finally urged a boycott against 
every foreign firm in China employing Por- 
tuguese. This would have involved every for- 
eign firm in China, and naturally called forth 
# loud protest from the foreign press. Again 
the viceroy interfered. But the British frm 
continued to suffer. - Affairs became sc acute 
that they made overtures to the viceroy to 
compensate the family. The viceroy re- 
tused. The company then tried to settle 

with the family direct and were again re- 
fused, and this time referred to the Self-Gow 
ermment society. : 

The society called off the boycott on the 
following terms: the payment of $2,000>to 
the family of the deceased Chinese; the dis- 
missal of the commander of the steamship; 
the posting of notices on the company's 
vessels warning its officers and crew against 
fi treating native passengers; the company 
te use its good offices to induce the Portu- 
Suese consular agent to reoper the case, 


_ Self-Government Society Strong. 
The Self-Government society was formed 
at the time of the Japanese Tatsu Maru em- 
broglio. to assist the Chinese foreign office 
and provincial authorities im protecting the 
sovereign rights of the country. It is a 
power to be reckoned with. -And foreign 
interests cannot overlook it. .During its brief 
existence it has successfully engineered two 
boycotts, one against the Japanese, whereby 
Japan lost millions of dollars of her trade 
With China.

| Ready to Honor Jewish New Year. 


The Jewish population of the city is prepar- 
ing for the celebration of the “New Year's day” 
(Rosh Hoshanah) tomorrow. There will be 
services in the reform and ortnodox synagogues 
and special arrangements have been made in all 
the places of worship to accommodate those for 
whom there would be no seats otherwise. 

The celebration really starts this evening, and 
is continued until sundown tomorrow. The orth- 
odox Jew also observes the so-called “second 
day” on Sunday this year. 

Not a mere day of rejoicing, like the secular 
New Year’s, is this Rosh Hoshanah. It is a day 
of memorial or a day of remembrance. To arouse 
the conscience to self-judgment the ceremony 
of sounding the shofar, or ram’s horn, forms an 
important feature of the service. 

Among the orthodox Jews attainment of this 
object is also sought by setting aside a few days 
before the New Year's day for the recital, in 
the synagogue, of penitential prayers, called 
Selihot. 

These Selfnot, chanted in the 
fore dawn in the dimly Ht houses of w 
sound the note of grief and contrition for the 
sins of the last year. ; 

In many places the curious ceremony of Tash- 
lieh, originating perhaps with the German Jews 
not earlier than the fourteenth century, is ob- 
served on the afternoon of New Year's day. 

Tae worshiper® congregate near a running 
stream when the eighteenth to twentieth verses 
of the seventeenth chapter of Micah are intoned, 
ending with the phrase which no doubt sug- 
gested the ceremony, “ Thou wilt cast all their 
sins into the depths the sea.” 

After the solemn services this evening and 
tomorrow morning, the Hebrew greeting is heard 
on all sides. When the earnest devotions of the 
day are done, the festival is made an occasion

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 21.—[Special. ]—Hotel- 
keepers licensed to sell intoxicating Hquors will 
hereafter be barred from admission to the Odd- 
fellows order. This was the decision of the 
sovereign . nd lodge of Oddfellows today, 
which adopted an amendment to the constitution 
to this effect by a vote of 189 to 15.

Canned Tomato Soup and Chili Sauce. 


N Thrifgyville in these rare autumnal days 

delicious odors are floating out from houses 

* little and big, from apartment and tenement. 

These spicy fragrances float up and down 

the avenues while the passers-along get 
provocative whiffs of prospective storerocom 
treasures and winter relishes. In short, it is 
pickling time in Thriftyville 

It is all in keeping with the season's mode to 
prescribe (and pickle) tomatoes, cucumbers, pep- 
pers (red and green), onions (red and white), 
cabbage (white and red), and other greens in 
white, in various and beautiful combinations 
and ne plus ultra in style. These are being 
draped in vinegar, covered with spicy buttons, 
dust ruffied with salt, pepper, mustard, celery 
seed, ginger, nutmeg, and turmeric. 

The aristocrats of the garden are mingled in 
great sociability, and will hereafter be subject 
to call for more sociability by those who have 
been active in promoting this happy mingling. 

Well, why not consider it a social thing—this 
making of things to grace the social board, in- 
spire praise for the lady bountiful at the head, 
and promote good feeling all around? 

Quite another social aspect of the case ig the 
pleasant give and take of recipes, formulas, and 
advice at this time, My neighbor is telling me 
of how she secures some excellent effect, or ap- 
pearance, or taete, and I am trying to pass on 
what little I know and what my neighbors have 
told me ~*

I am particularly indebted to a correspondent 
who sent me the other day the recipe for canned 
tomato soup which follows: 

Canned Tomato Soup.—Fourteen quarts of to- 
matoes sliced and cut up, fourteen stalks of 
celery, fourteen stalks of parsley, fourteen bay 
leaves, twenty-one cloves, seven medium onions 
sliced. Boil all these together and strain, then 
add fourteen tablespoonfuls of butter blended 
with fourteen tablespoonfuls of flour, eight tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, sixteen teaspoonfuls of sugar, 
four saltspoonfuls of paprika, €ook until thick 
as desirable and can. This will make fifteen 
pints. When ready to use add to each pint one 
half cupful of milk and a pinch of soda.—Mrs, 
Fletcher Coan, Rockford, TIL 

It ie such things as this that help ea house- 
wife to be delightfully ready in an emergency. 
Those who are willing to make such provision 
will not be perpetually somplaining about cook- 
ing processes being too long for a busy person. 
Get it done some time like this, just as the bee 
stores its honey and the squirrel his nuts.

A French Tomato Soup.—Scald the tomatoes 
and crush them, add a little water and boil 
with two ounces of rice and three ounces of 
butter to each pound of tomatoes. When cooked 
crush and pass through a hair sieve. Can. 

One of my neighbors is particularly proud of 
a chill sauce which she makes without any 
spice, although this may be added if one so 
desires. As for myself I like a cold chili sauce, 
but most people prefer one that is cooked. As I 
highly approve of my neighbor's cooking, I give 
her fecipe: 

Chili Sauce.—-Twenty-four large, ripe toma- 
toes peeled, six green peppers, four large onions. 
Put all through a food chopper, then add three 
tgblespoonfuls of salt, five teacupfuls of vinegar, 
and one-half cupful of brown sugar. A little 
more sugar than this may suit the taste of 
many people. Cook slowly from one-half to two 
hours. Watch carefully and stir toward the 
last to keep it from sticking on. If a spiced 
sauce is desired, add one tablespoonful of cinna- 
mon, one tablespoonful of aligpice, one-half 
tablespoon cloves, and one-half teaspoon- 
ful of n ex. | 

About“half aS Many green tomatoes as ripe 
are used by some people in their chill sauce. 
for soups or a tomato purée tt is highly desir- 
able that the tomatoes be very ripe, thoroughly 
so. For a purée the tomato pulp is evaporated 
three-fifths.

‘CONVICT LABOR AND GOOD ROADS. 

The international good roads congress 
would have all persons who are serving 
sentences in penitentiaries and jails em- 
ployed in the making and upkeep of pub- 
lic roads, - That has been siiggested often, 
but this is the first time that it has had 
the support of a strong and influential 
orgauization. ~* | 

It is true that if prison ieher wets con- 
eentrated on road making the vexed ques- 
tion, “ how to utilize prison labor without 
would be disposed 
of. It is true, also, that the men now 
idle in jails and penitentiaries represent a 
great mass of unutilized labor. It would 
be better for the prisoners and the com- 


> munity if it were not wasted. 


But there are practical difficulties. Both 


penitentiary and jail prisoners would have } 


to be guarded if ‘they were .set at road 
making. There would be greater oppor- 
tunities for escapt, and the rural districts 
in which the convicts were working would 
become nervous. There would be the cost 
of transportation. If prisoners were at 
work on ‘the roads at any considerable 


distance from the penitentiary prison 


camps would have to be established. 
While there must be manual! labor in 
the constructiom of roads, there is some- 
thing of greater importance if we are to 
have good roads. There should be sys- 
tem and codrdination where there is now 
chaos. There should be intelligent su 
pervision of road building and a central 


_inspection agency to keep all subordi- 


nates to the work. As far as Illinois 
is concerned, the annual road taxes would 
suffice to build good roads without the aid 
of convict labor tf the money were wise- 
ly erent. 

The manual labor part of the good 
yoauds problem will take care of itself 
when the time comes. That will not be 
until we shall have an intelligent system 
eof construction and capable men to work 
ander it,

THE PRESIDENT ON THE VETOES. 
President Taft gave at full length and 
in plain language in successive messages 
bis reasons for vetoing the woolen, free 
list, and cotton tariff bills. As he said in 
discussing those bills at Grand Rapids 
yesterday, there was little for him to do 
except to sum up in one address what he 
had said to congress In three messages. 

The reasons given therein se none of 
their force in the restatement. Indeed,

The major premise of the Hesident’s 
ergument is that he, the Republican party, 
the progressives included, the business or 
ganizations of the country, and the last 
congress were committed to the proposition 
that there should not be @ revision of 
tariff echedules without accurate infor 
mation, and that a tariff commission would 
be the best agency to procure % Nobody 
will dispute that. 

The minor premise is that the vetoed 
bills were prepared without accurate in- 
formation. One was a oonference com- 
mittee /compromise, another a. hurriedly 
gotten up hodgepodge, and another swarm- 
ing with palpable errors. 

The president’s inevitable conclusion is 
that all the bills had to be vetoed. 

The bills are dead. Whoever reads the 
president’s analyeis of their shortcomings 
will agree that their death was deserved. 
The president did not confine himself to 
them. He defined clearly his general 
tariff policy, thus: 

“TI am in favor of the reduction of the 
tariff wherever it can be done and still 
giving a living measure of protection to 
those industries of the country that need 
it. But I insist that we have reached 
now a point in the history of tariff mak- 
ing when every one ought to realize that 
the tariff should not be changed and bus!- 
ness disturbed, except upon information 
which shall enable us to pass bills that 
will disturb it least. Our whole business 
system/ rests upon the protective tariff 
basis. The real hope of men who are in 
favor of lowering duties is to pursue the 
policy of securing accurate information , 
to keep the tariff rates down as low as 
possible consistent with the life of the 
‘pusiness protected. The natural opera- 
tion of the tariff under those conditions 
and American ingepuity is to continue to 
reduce the cost of production, and that | 
in itself will, secure, if we adhere to the 
policy, a reduction of the tariff rates from

Sleeping on a porch is m 
fortable than dleeping in a room ‘a this 


climate from May 1 to Dee. 1. With a, 


moderate amount of preparation it is just 
as comfortable ag room sleeping during 
April and December. With proper prepara- 
tion and forethought it can be made com- 
Sortable during January, Bebruary, aad 
March. 

It is much more healthy than sleeping 
in a room, ‘This is ‘true of the midwinter 
months as well as the months of spring, 
summer, and autumn. Perhaps there is, 
here and, there, a lingering idea that night 
air is harmful. It is both cleaner and purer 
than day air. 

‘The people of southern California say that 


50 per cent of their population sleep on out 


of doors porches. With them the percent- 


age should be 90. Sleeping out is so eaailly 


made comfortable with them. 

Much the most satisfactory arrangement 
is to “ glass in” the sleeping porch. This 
Glassed in sleeping porches 
may be made so snug and free from drafts 
that they have no advantages over cold 
If the sleeping porch is “ glassed 
in” the windows should be movable and 


free air niovement must be had during all 
| sleeping hours. 


The next best arrangement is protection! 
by curtains. The shortcoming of curtains 
is their noisiness in stormy weather. This 


can be prevented by fastening with strips 


of wood placed at short intervals. in 
those parts where roller cuftuins are used 
buttons, buckles, or hooks should be pro- 
vided at Intervals of two feet on all posts 


and pillars and supports. 


The simplest arrangement is to have a 


heavy tarpaulin cover to cover the bedstead 
as well ag the bed. ‘This should be rolled 
out of the way’on the head of the bed. When 
storms come up during the hight the cover- 
ing can be arranged tentlike over the bed. 
The occupants sleep elsewhere on— such 
winddy, rainy nights.

J. W. D. writes: “In your paper you have 
a department for typhoid fever. We have 
had considerable of typhoid in our vicinity. 
I claim part of the sickness is from not hav- 
ing sewers, but, instead, have ces#pools, 
and that our drinking water is bad by having 
cesspools dug down to running water. I 
would like to have your opinion on the mat- 
ter.’’ 


REPLY. 

The* conditions you describe are usually respon- 
sible for typhoid fever. Cesspools reaching to or 
nearly to the strata which carry the water which 
supplies your wells are reasonably certain to give 
you polluted water. This water from time to 
time will become infected. When cesspools and 
wells are located near each other there are usually 
found other causes of typhoid not closely related to 
these. A community which has a good deal of wa- 
ter typholé usually has more than the average 
amount of milk, fy and fingertyphoid. The better 
care of sewage and the better protection of the 
drinking water also helps to decrease these other | 
forms of typhoid infection. And also when typhoid 
rates fall other disease rates fail.

The Dohnas are one of the oldest houses 
of the German aristocracy and are not mere 
ly counts, but burgraves, an ancient title 


superior to count and which they received | 


from Emperor Frederick Barbarossa at 
Merseburg in 1153, when it was conferred 
upon Henricus of Donyn, or Dohna, in Sax- 
ony. The head of the family, who is one of 
the most intimate friends of the emperor, 
was created a prince eleven years ago and 
makes his home at Schlobitten. 

The name of Dohna ts recorded in all the 
most important pages of German and more 
especially of Prussian history, Statesmen, 
generals, and in particular confidants and 
cronies of their successive sovereigns have 
borne that name, and there is not aking who 
has reigned over Prussia, nor previous 
to that any elector who hae reigned over 
Brandenburg, who has not stayed at the cas- 
tle of Schiobitten and occupied the anti- 
quated four poster bed in which the present 
emperor sleeps whenever he pays a visit 
there.

Some forty years ago the name of Dohna 
came prominently before the American public 
in connection with the presence in New York 
of Countess Anne Dohna, an elderly woman, 
who claimed. to have been the secret wife of 
old Emperor William. She made her home 
for a time in a large house fn Lexington ave- 
nue, which she furnished handsomely, and 
she never seemed to want for money. Those 
who intimated that she was drawing upon 
her imagination she referred to the Prussian. 
Staats Anzeiger (or Berlin Official Gazette). 
which in its number of June 4, 1820, contains 
a royal decree, gigned by King Frederick 
William IIL of Prussia, which reads as fol- 
lows! 

“ By order of his mafesty the kinax Anne* 
Countess Dohna, having claimed to be the 
wife of Prince William of Prussia, I hereby 
decree that such e union, if it ever took place, 
be null and vold. Signed, Frederick Wiliam, 
Rex. Countersigned, Anthony won Alten- 
stein, secretary of state.” 

According to her own story, she met the 
late Emperor William in 1825 during the life- 
time of his father, King Frederick William 
ITl. of Prussia, when she was but 16 years of 
age. She declared that after several clan- 
destine meetings they were married late one 
night at Clegnitz, in Silesia, by a young coun- 
try pastor. The latter did not know the 
prince, who gave the name of “ William, 
Count Brandenburg,” and his cotupation as 
“an Officer of the Royal guards.” The mar- 
riage certificate was made out, and then her 
husband told her that it would be expedient 
to keep their union secret for a time. 

When, at length, urged by her entreattes, 


ter flew into ea terrible rage, forced him to 
sign a renunciation of the countess’ hand, 
and she wae conveyed to a emall castle near 
Koenigsburg, in East Prussia, where she was

ft is estimated that net earnings of the 
Ynited States Steel corporation for the cur- 
rent year will be about $110,000,000. This 
compares with $141.000,000 in 1910. The 1911 
earnings will be but $10,000,000 in excess of 
“@ividends. The «xtreme weakness in United 
States Steel stocks, both preferred and com- 
mon. has come to suggest in the market a 
reduction in the dividend rate on the common 
stock, It now pays 5 per cent. 

The market movement such as the present 
one in stock Is not the result of passing mis- 
apprehension. It is not doubted that heavy 
holders of Steel shares in this country, as well 
as abroad, have been large sellers. This, tak- 
en in conjunction with the universal pessi- 
gism felt in New York, the headquarters of 
financial operations, fits well to the belief in 
the street that the dividend must be reduced. 
Thé predictions, too, in Wall street are that 
there will be no business revival until after 
the presidential election next year.

NEW YORK ISSUES 
GET HEAVY BLOW 


Stocks Drop Ali Along Line, 
Forty-six Making New 
Low Records. 


RAILROADS SHOW FIGHT. 


Resistance to Depressed Tone 
Enables Few of These Shares to 
End Day with Net Advances. 


New York, Sept. 21.—[Special.]}—The Times 
tomorrow will say: 

“ Considering the disquieting stories and 
the vigorous pnslaught of brokers who had 
Steel to sell, the general stock market yes- 
terday held up remarkably weil, although 
practically every iseue ended the day with a 
loss and forty-six made new low records for 
this year. 

“General Electric, Pressed Steel Car pre- 
ferred. Railway Steel Springs preferred, Re- 
public Irom and Steel preferred, and Sears- 
Roebuck all lost from 2 to 5 points, but the 
railroads showed considerable resistance to 
the depressed tone, and, In a few instances, 
closed the day with fractional advances. 


Foreign Bank Rates Up. 

“In the excited state of mind which pre- 
vailed advances in bank rates abroad creat- 
ed little concern. The advance in the Bank 
of England's discount rate from 8 to 4 per 
cent, although it occurred a week earlier 
than last year, had been anticipated, and it 
was pointed out that the Bank of England ts 
in such strong position that it had been influ- 
enced by no other reason than the necessity 
for protecting itself against the higher rates 


at other centers. 
‘The Imperial Bank of Austria increased its rate 
from 4 to 5 per cent, the Bank of Belgium from 
> to &4 per cent, and the Bank of France from 
to 3% per cent. 

‘*There was a slight hardening of money rates 
here, but the money situation {is easy, and heavy 
remittances to Europe were meade by some ineti- 
tutions desiring to take advantage of the higher 
rates abroad. 

‘Selling ordérs from London helped force down 
prices soon after the opening here. It wae esti- 
uated that London sold 2,000 shares of Steel 
in@ later orders brought the total up to 40,000 
for the day. 

Gould Roads’ Reports. 


‘The Miseourl Pacific’s annual report, which 
was made pwblic after the market closed on 
Wednesday, was considerably worse than had been 
expected, with a deficit for the year of $5,232,000, 
where earlier information had put the amount 
at not over $3,000,000.

Former Company Running Short of 
Raws and Aims to Check Buying, It 
Is Inferred—Latter Delays Deliveries. 


Arbuckles have advanced their quotation 
on raw sugar another 25c, to $7.50 per 100 
lbs, f. o. b. New York, for standard granu- 
lated, the inference being that they are run- 
ning short of raws and desire to check buy- 
ing. The American is still maintaining prices 
at $6.75, but is taking business only for ship- 
ment in turn, which means deliveries consid- 
erably delayed. Warner and Howells are 
still out of the market, but Federa! is ac- 


cepting orders at $7.25. 

Dan Talmage’s Sons’ company says of the 
rice market in a letter to the local trade: 

‘The market for the week has shown increased 
activity on the general] assortment. Under light 
receipts prices on screenings and lower mediums 
have been pegged up, 80 that offerings between 
8c and 4c are few and far between. and the better 
styles show corresponding strength. Japan sorts 
are scarce and held firmly. 

‘‘Advices from the south note a nominal market 
for Carolina styles on the Atlantic coast, the trade 
taking supplies from the southwest. At New 
Orleans the market is steady,.with advancing 
tendency on the extremes of the market and a 
notable lack of offerings on medium grades. Re- 
ceipts of rough are mainly inferior, on account of 
rain during harvest. Two or three small parcels 
of Japan rough have been received, and the cleaned 
product sold at 4c.’’

Supreme Tribunal of Hawkeye State 
Scores Trust’s Competitive Methods 


in Deciding for Smaller Concern. 


Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 21.--[Special.]—lowa's 
Supreme court handed down a decision today ~ 
which protects the smal! dealers of the state 


from cutthroat competition of the larger 


dealers, when the idea is to run the smaller 
dealer out of business. The decision was in 
the case of the Crystal Oll company against 
the Standard Oil, in which the former sought 
to take away the customers of the latter by 


umderselling. 
A part of the decision of the court follows: 


“To divert to oneself the customers of a 
business rival by the offer of goods at lower 
prices is in general a legitimate mode of serv- 
ing one’s own interest, and justifiable as fair 
competition, but when 4 man starts an oppo- 
sition place, not for the sake of profit to him- 
seif but regardless of loss to himself, and for 
the sole purpose of driving his competitor out 
of business, and with the intention of himself 
retiring upon the accomplishment of his ma- 
levolent purpose, he is guilty of a wanton 


“To call such conduct competition is a per- 
version of the term. It is simply the appli- 
cation of force without legal justification, 
which in its moral quality may be no better 

| than bighway robbery.” .
